Both of these factions, if they m ay be 
so termed, are for Cullom first, latt 
aud all the time. 
Th ey hate Lo rim e r 
and tho state adm inistration crowd, 
and wijl gut ready to make a battle, as 
will appear later on. 
Mr«. Fannie W orthington 
lives 
in 
Sterlin g aud she has done more for the 
Republican party of Illinois than any 
woman. 
She is a potential factor in 
Republican politics. 
She thought she 


w h s going to b e appointed Assistant 
Pu re Food Commissioner by Governor 
Yates. 
She nad reason to believe th's 


was going to be done, but 
after a w ait 
of ten months she came to Springfield 
last Sunday and was told she could not 
have the job. 
Governor

dently argues like this; 
M Say Use comes from W h iteside and

Bethea and

M arshal 
Ames are with Masou ,for

S.ates Senate, but they are nondeiiver- 
able quantities when it comes to a iigh1 
against Yates and Lorim er. 
T h at is 
to aav, they cannot .be put any place 
w le ra they must coalesce with Yates 
and Lorim er to achieve a result.

juBt ended. 
The officers of the church 
who were recently elected are:

Fahrney; clerk, T. M. Brenner: ch a ir­ 
man of collectors, O. I). P ric e . 
R ev. Idiem an last evening delivered 
a sermon at the church on the subject 
of "Stand ard s of Righteousness,” ta k ­ 
ing his text from M att. 5:20: 
"E x ce p t 
your righteousness exceed the rig h t­ 
eousness of the scribes and 
Pharisees, 
ye shall in no case enter the kingdom 
of heaven.” 
This presents the w orld’s 
burning question: "flo w good must we 
be to go to heaven?” W e live and per­ 
form our relative duties and die. Some 
have been careless, some indifferent, 
some-highly spiritual. 
In 
our final 
disposal of our bodies we save them all 
without distinction. 
They eventually 
enter into their rest. 
W ith o u t doubt 
in so doing we do great injury to the 
spirit of the gospel and the mind 
of 
Christ. 
Indeed, perhaps it is a good 
thing that we do not know exactly how 
good man must be to go to heaven, 
or 
few of us would be fit to go, for in the 
midst of physical activity there is very 
aot to be and is a tendency toward 
spiritual laziness. 
The spirit of the 
gospel is rather toward an endless, life ­ 
long struggle. 
The struggle and 
not 
the achievem ent is the criterion of 
Jesu s’ judgment. 
This text indicates 
that the gospel doe» not share the age 
spirit of compromise. 
A man enters 
the social world and 
finds that men 
pretend to be so much that when soci­ 
ety m arks them down t ) their seem­ 
ing 
worth this m ark 
I b still 
above 
what it ought to be. 
A man enters a 
suit for damage in the courts for such 
an amount that it may be compromised 
and ho will yet receive more than the 
actual damage. 
The m erchant marks 
his goods so high 
that 
although 
be 
compromises on the price m ark he 
makes a 
good 
profit. 
W h en a man 
has thus passed through the social and 
civic worlds and finds everyw here this 
snirit of compromise, he thinks also to 
find 
it in 
the church. 
W ith Jesus 
there was no compromise. 
H e said 
plainly: 
"H e that is not for me is 
against me: ho H at goeth not with me 
scatteroth abroad.” 
To the man 
who 
would follow him, but first wished 
to 
bury his father, 
he said: 
" L e t the 
dead bury the dead. 
Como thou and 
follow m e.”
